Need Machinists? 


A machine sho p co mplete with high quality 


lathes, drills, milling machines, grinders and 
o ther necessities o f a metal-wo rking sho p may 
seem like an inco ngruo us additio n to a ho spital. 
But the necessity o f replacing human o rgans with 
man-made substitutes co upled with the technical 
kno wledge to acco mplish this feat may make 
metal-wo rking sho ps an impo rtant part o f ho s­ 


pitals o f the future. 
Amo ng the first surgeo ns to utilize the 


serv ices o f a master machinist in replacing wo rn 
o ut o r damaged parts o f the human machine are 
tho se affiliated with Western Reserv e Univ er­ 


sity ’s medical scho o l in Clev eland, O. A machine 
sho p in the basement o f the building turns o ut 
made-to -o rder parts ranging fro m an ao rta shunt 
— a dev ice used to by pass the arterial stem o f 
the heart while its human co unterpart is being 
repaired— to kidney pumps and bladder v alv es. 
Wo rking witho ut blueprints, and o ften with 
o nly a telepho ned de.scriptio n to wo rk o n, the 
machine sho p turns o ut many v aried parts o f 
the human anato my , in additio n to special surgi­ 
cal instruments and o ther paraphernalia peculiar 
to a ho spital. Amo ng the latter are sev eral o f 
its o wn inv entio n, including a mechanical test 
tube shaker fo r nurses who make blo o d co unts. 
Man-rnade bo dy o rgans and parts canno t be 
co nstrued as equal to the o riginal, but until 
co mplete and mo re successful transplanting o f 
human tissues is po ssible, the machined parts 
may sav e many liv es. 
It is an interesting co incidence that the 
machine age, upo n w'hich many do cto rs blame 
the failings o f human o rgans, sho uld be respo n­ 
sible fo r their replacement as well. 
One can 
easily imagine po st-o perativ e patients o f the 
future discussing the mechanical co mplex ities o f 
their metallic innards. 


These Days

Six Years O f W h at? 


I heard a man say, with full sincerity, that no 
m atter what else has happened, we hav e had six years 
of peace. 
What then is peace? If we hav e to hav e a budget 
of S80,(K)0.000,000, most of which mu.<t be spent on 
military activ ities, are w-e at peace? If Sov iet Russia 
makes war on us by new methods, are we at peace? 
Because we do not know how to use the new methods, 
or dare not u.se them if we do know how, are we at 
peace'’ If we hav e to send Marines to Leb'Sñ ó n and 
the Nav y to Quemoy and are now prepared to send 
ground forces to protect Berlin, are we at peace? 


It is essential to read “ Wedemeyer Reports I” , 
one of the most significant books in recent years, 
by General Albert t . Wedemeyer. really to grasp 
w hat has happened to this nation. This conv ersation 
between Wedemeyer and Pat Hurley is pertinent: 


. . One ev ening, when we were hav ing a dis­ 
cussion about a certain indiv idual and his loyalty to 
our effort in the area, Hurley said, ‘When you hav e 
liv ed as long as I hav e. Al, you will learn not to trust 
anyone until he has prov ed worthy of your trust.’ I 
thought that ov er for a minute. 
Then I said, ‘But, 
Pat, I hav e always worked on the exact opposite 
theory. 1 believ e in trusting people until they prov e 
unworthy of my trust.’ 
I dev eloped the thought a 
little further, pointing out that it had been my ex­ 
perience that if you expect people to measure up to 
a certain standard and to giv e loyal and effectiv e 
.serv ice, they will as a rule not disappoint you. 1 said 
to Pat: ‘It seems to bring out the best in them.’ ” 
Wedemeyer soon enough learned how mistaken he 
was. 
He tells that reading through reports from a 
number of State Department experts, 
. . it seems 
obv ious not only that their sympathies lay with the 
Chinese Communists, but also that they were either 
consciously or unwittingly disseminating exaggerated 
or false. Communist-inspired, reports concerning the 
Nationalist Gov ernment designed to stir up all manner 
of Sino-American distrust . . 
If a nation cannot 
depend upon its own serv ants and officials to gather 
and tell the truth, it is bound to be fooled and tricked. 
During the war years. Wedemeyer says: 
“ We in the War Plans Div ision . . . had no v oice 
as compared with that of the representativ es ol foreign 
countries, in particular Britain and Ru.ssia, who were 
dealing direct with the ‘Palace Guard’ in their de­ 
mands for urgent deliv eries of munitions and Lend- 
Lease aid. It soon became obv ious that we must hav e 
some way of procuring armament and equipment for 
our own forces, then being mobili¿ed. if U. S. produc­ 
tion were not to be giv en away to all and sundry 
claimants on our bounty.” 
This was undoubtedly one of the most serious be­ 
trayals of the United States. He adds: 


. . Again and again, both before and after 
our inv olv ement in the Second World War, General 
Marshall, his staff, and in particular those of us 
working in the War Plans Div ision, realized that 
American interests 
were being 
jeopardized 
by 
President Roosev elt’s policy of extending all pos­ 
sible aid to any nation fighting ‘those foes which 
the I'nited .States also recognized as enemies.’ . . . 
President Roosev elt was the final arbiter and his 
coterie of adv isers, in particular Harry Hopkins, 
had final authority concerning the allocation of 
war materiel as it flowed in ev er increasing quan­ 
tities from Amerioan factories. Congress had no 
power to c o nt r o l 
th e 
mushrooming 
wartime 
agencies . . 


This is nu political attack. President Roosev elt is 
dead and the memoirs of the men who serv ed with 
him will each add to or detract from his stature as 
an historical figure. Wedemeyer is retired and is not 
running for public office. His serv ices in dev eloping 
American strategy during the war go down in history 
for what they are worth. 
But this is so; 
that the 
more we read of the material that is being written 
farther away from personal relationships and personal 
ambitions, the more it is clear that the genesis of our 
present difficulties and of a Cold v Var that has out­ 
lasted any war in which we hav e been engaged is to 
be found in the errors and betrayals during the World 
War II period.

The

interest 
now 
amounts to one-tenth of the Unit­ 
ed States budget. It adds up to 
between $7 .5 and $8 billion a year. 
This intere.st payment will con­ 
tinue to grow unless .somehow 
there is a beginning made toward 
reducing the principal. 
It will he .said that gov ernment.s 
nev er pay off their debt. That’s 
true. What they do instead is to 
cheat the citizen by dev aluing 
whatev er the purcha.sing power 
of the monetary unit happens to 
be. 
If the millions of citizens who 
are thu.s being cheated under­ 
stood it, they would not regard 
“ inflation” as just a big word 
whose meaning they don’t know. 
They would realize they are be­ 
ing robbed of their sav ings. 
Today the dollar is worth 28 
cents in comparison with what 
it was at the turn of the century 
58 years ago. 
In terms 
of 19 30 v alues — 
when the public debt had been 
reduced to about $16 billion —- 
the dollar today is worth .58cents.

How School Child ren's Cold s Get Around

A school child may be respon­ 
sible for a sudden increase in the 
number of colds at home. The 
youngster acquires the sniffles 
from cla.ssmates, and within 24 
to 48 hours Mom and the younger 
brothers and si.sters complain of 
a sore throat and begin to sneeze 
or cough. There is a .50 per cent 
chance that Dad will escape be­ 
cause he spends less time at 
home and is not as close to the 
youngsters. 
The relationship between .school 
and colds is not always under­ 
stood. Parents often brag about 
the resistance of their eldest child

s i t u a t i o n 
changes as soon as he goes to 
kindergarten,

long Junior comes home with a 
running nose or sore throat and 
passes on the infection to his 
younger brothers and sisters. 
When this occurs to the two

In the same m an­ 
ner, they are expected to gain 
Control of the labor union.s that 
are now being formed 
Most important of all, the Krem ­ 
lin I.s earrying on an amazingly

sjient. 
Arms are being .sent to Hie Kurds 
from the .Sov iet Union fin addition 
to the arm.s prev ifiu.sly sent by 
Na.sser from Syria), The Kurds 
aie being encouraged to hope for 
a “greater Kurdistan," including 
huge < hunk.s of boHi Turkey and 
Iran. The organizer of all this is 
the Kurdish Commurust 
agent, 
the Mullah Musíala Barz.ani, who 
weav es his wetis nowadays from 
the .Semiramts Hotel 
here 
in 
Baghdad 
The agitation among the Kurdi 
i.s so important for two rea.sons. 
On (he one hand, the Kurds will 
he harder to eoritrol than a niera 
city erowd. On the other hand, 
almo.st all of Ira<i’s mineral re- 
soiirees. and especially the v ital 
oil .souree.s. are in predominant­ 
ly Kurdish Northern Iraq. 
Such is the progress that the 
Communists hav e already made 
nut.side the gov ernment. 
Inside 
the gov ernment, they hav e also 
made progress in three difter- 
ent ways. In the fir.st place, they 
hav e posed and are .still posing 
a.s the most enthusiastle support­

and so on. 
Altogether, the Communist ef- 
for here is v ery formidable in­ 
deed. Vet a v isit to Baghdad is 
an oddly cheering experience. As 
already recorded, Brigadier Kas­ 
sem does not look like the kind 
of man who will consent in the 
end to be the Kremlin's Nurio 
Anci, as will be .shown, Kassem 
can still master the Communists 
just as he mastered the Nasser- 
lies, if he decides to do so before 
it is too late.

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Will The Hospitals 
Need Machinists? 


A machine shop complete with high quality 
lathes, drills, milling machines, grinders and 
other necessities of a metal-working shop may 
seem like an incongruous addition to a hospital. 
But the necessity of replacing human organs with 
man made substitutes coupled with the technical 
knowledge to accomplish this feat may make 
metal-working shops an important part of hos­ 
pitals of the future. 
Among the first surgeons to utilize the 
services of a master machinist in replacing worn 
out or damaged parts of the human machine are 
those affiliated with Western Reserve Univer­ 
sity's medical school in Cleveland, 0. A machine 
shop in the basement of the building turns out 
made-to-order parts ranging from an aorta shunt 
—a device used to bypass the arterial stem of 
the heart while its human counterpart is being 
repaired 
to kidney pumps and bladder valves. 
Working without blueprints, and often with 
only a telephoned description to work on. the 
machine shop turns out many varied parts of 
the human anatomy, in addition to special surgi­ 
cal instruments and other paraphernalia peculiar 
to a hospital. Among the latter are several of 
its own invention, including a mechanical test 
tube shaker for nurses who make blood counts. 
Man-made body organs and parts cannot be 
construed as equal to the original, but until 
complete and more successful transplanting of 
human tissues is possible, the machined parts 
may save many lives. 
It is an interesting coincidence that the 
machine age. upon which many doctors blame 
the fallings of human organs, should be respon­ 
sible for their replacement as well. One can 
easily imagine post-operative patients of the 
future discussing the mechanical complexities of 
their metallic innards.

Six Years Of What? 


I heard a man say, with full sincerity, that no 
matter what else has happened, we have had six year* 
of peace. 
What then is peace? If we have to have a budget 
of $80.WO.OOO OOO. most of which must be spent on 
military activities, are we at peace? If Soviet Russia 
makes war on us by new methods, are we at peace? 
Because we do not know how to use the new methods, 
or dare not use them if we do know how, are we at 
peace? If we have to send Marines to Lebanon and 
the Navy to Quemoy and are now prepared to send 
ground forces to protect Berlin, are we at peace'’ 


It is essential to read “ Wedemeyer Reports!’*, 


one of the most significant books in rerent years, 
bv General Albert C. Wedemeyer, really to grasp 
w hat has happened to this nation. This conversation 
between Wedemeyer and Pac Hurley is pertinent: 


", . . One evening, when we were having a dis- 
cuts ion about a certain individual and his loyalty to 
our effort in the area. Hurley said, 'When you have 
lived as long as I have. Al. you will learn not to trust 
anyone until he has proved worthy of your trust.’ I 
thought that over for a minute. Then I said, But, 
Pat. I have always worked on the exact opposite 
theory. I believe in trusting people until they prove 
unworthy of my trust ' 
I developed the thought a 
little further, pointing out that it had been my ex­ 
perience that if you expect people to measure up to 
a certain standard and to give loyal and effective 
service, they will as a rule not disappoint you. I said 
to Pat: ’It seems to bring out the best in them ” 
Wedemeyer soon enough learned how mistaken he 
was 
He tells that reading through reports from a 
number of State Department experts, **. . . it seems 
obvious not only that their sympathies lay with the 
Chinese Communists, hut also that they were either 
consciously or unwittingly disseminating exaggerated 
or false. Communist-inspired, reports concerning the 
Nationalist Government designed to stir up all manner 
of Sino-American distrust . . 
lf a nation cannot 
depend upon its own servants and officials to gather 
and tell the truth, it is bound to be fooled and tricked. 
During the war years. Wedemeyer says: 
“ We in the War Plans Division . . . had no voice 
as compared with that of the representatives ot foreign 
countries, in particular Britain and Russia, who were 
dealing direct with the 'Palace Guard’ in their de­ 
mands for urgent deliveries of munitions and Lend- 
Lease aid. It soon became obvious that we must have 
some way of procuring armament and equipment for 
our own forces, then being mobilised, if U . S. produc­ 
tion were not to be given away to all and sundry 
claimants on our bounty.” 
This was undoubtedly one of the most serious be­ 
trayals of the United States. He adds: 


. . Again and again, both before and after 


our involvement in the Second World War, General 
Marshall, his staff, and in particular those of us 
working in the War Plans Division, realized that 
American 
interests were being jeopardized by 


President Roosevelt’s policy of extending all pos­ 
sible aid to any nation fighting ‘those foes which 
the I nited States also recognized as enemies.’ . . . 
President Roosevelt was the final arbiter and his 
coterie of advisers, in particular Harry Hopkins, 
had final authority concerning the allocation of 
war materiel as it flowed in ever increasing quan­ 
tities from American factories. Congress had no 
power to con tro l 
the 
mushrooming 
wartime 


agencies . . 


This is no political attack. President Roosevelt is 
dead and the memoirs of the men who served with 
him will each add to or detract (rom his stature a-s 
an historical figure. Wedemeyer is retired and is not 
running for public office. His services in developing 
American strategy during the war go down in history 
for what they are worth. But this is so: 
that the 
more we read of the material that is being written 
farther away from personal relationships and personal 
ambitions, the more it is clear that the genesis of our 
present difficulties and of a Cold *Var that has out­ 
lasted any war in which we have been engaged is to 
be found in the errors and betrayals during the World 
War ll period.

WASHINGTON - What would 
he thought of a man who kept on 
borrowing money and never paid 
back a dollar of it** 
What shall he thought of a 
government that keeps on borrow­ 
ing billions over a period of 
years and has a bigger debt to­ 
day than it has ever had at any 
time in its history? 
The 
annual 
interest 
now 
amounts to one-tenth of the Unit­ 
ed State* budget. It adds up to 
between $7 5 and $8 billion a year. 
This interest payment will con­ 
tinue to grow unless somehow- 
there is a beginning made toward 
reducing the principal. 
It will be said that government* 
never pay off their debt. That * 
true What they do instead is to 
cheat the citizen by devaluing 
whatever the purchasing power 
of the monetary unit happens to 
be. 
lf the millions of citizens who 
are thus being cheated under­ 
stood it. they would not regard 
“ inflation” as just a big word 
whose meaning they don't know. 
They would realize they are be­ 
ing robbed of their savings 
Today the dollar is worth 28 
cents in comparison with what 
it was at the turn of the century 
SS years ago. 
In terms of WW) value* — 
when the public debt had been 
reduced to about $16 billion — 
the dollar today is worth 58 cent s. 
Iii terms of the dollar of 1939— 
just two years before America » 
entrance into World War ll — 
the present dollar is worth only 
48 cents. 
This is a shrinkage of more 
than half the purchasing power of 
the American dollar in a period 
of less than 20 years.

BAGHDAD, Iraq. 
Despite th# romance of it* nam# 
and past. this squalid, terming, 
mud-colored city has alway* been 
one of th# dreariest capital* of 
the Arab lands 
It I* no Ie** 
dreary now. Rut now Baghdad 
I* vividly, even painfully inter­ 
esting. as (he place where you 
can see the Kremlin’* new Mid­ 
dle Eastern line 
The Kremlin* adoption of a 
ne- 
Middle Eastern strategy is 
a less dramatic development than 
the Kremlin s power play al Ber­ 
lin Ytt it is comparable, all th# 
same, for it I* another striking 
proof of the Kremlin'* growing 
boldness. 
The essence of the change of 
strategy is simple Formerly the 
Soviet* support cmI and worked 
(brough Egypt* ti amal Abdel 
Nasser. Nasser's Arab national­ 
ist movement wa*, so to say, the 
dagger the Soviet* 
hoped to 
plunge into the West s soil belly. 
Eor this purpose, the Communist 
parties in all Ar ab countries were 
formerly ordeted to serve under 
Nasser’* command, as mer# aux­ 
iliaries in his movement 
Thi* system of using Nasser as 
the sole instrument of Soviet pur­ 
poses in thi* area ha* now been 
abandoned The Arab Commun- 
ist parties are waging their own, 
wholly independent struggle for 
power, without regard to Nas*er, 
arid #ven in opposition to Nasser. 
Her# in Iraq, for instance, th# 
Communist* 
are 
energetically 
working to transform th# revolu­ 
tionary Prim# Minister, Briga­ 
dier Abdel Karim Kassem, into 
the Kremlin a Pasha, a* respon- 
sive to Moscow's promptings a* 
Nun used to he responsive to 
the prompting* of London. 
The change in the Kremlin line 
wa* first revealed in Syria, in 
the coup d'etat at Damascus in 
Hie summer of 1957. The subs# 
quent Syrian maneuver that pro­ 
duced the United Arab Republic 
was to contain and if possible 
destroy the growing power of the 
Syrian Communists, by merging 
Syria with Egypt. 
Here in Baghdad, however, the 
Kremlin * new Im# 
ha* 
been 
much more boldly and frankly re­ 
vealed From the moment when 
the old government was upset, 
the pro-N*sr#r Arab national­ 
ists actively agitated to merge 
Iraq with Egypt on the Syrian 
pattern And from the same mo­ 
ment, the Communists opposed 
the Nasser it es. 
After the revolution the Nasser 
underground and the Communist 
underground were the only politi­ 
cal 
organizations 
wi t h 
any 
strength in the bazars. Their con­ 
flict reached the stage of armed 
clashes more than once; hut fin­ 
ally the Nascent#* were roundly 
defeated. The end came with the 
arrest of Nasser * excitable sup­ 
porter. the number two leader of 
the revolution. Colonel Abdel Sal- 
am Aret. The Nasserites have 
now yielded to the Communists, 
in effec t acknowledging their ene­ 
mies superior strength by rejoin­ 
ing the so-called “ National Front’’ 
of revolutionary parties. 
As one could see when the re-

establishment of the “ National 
Front” wax celebrated here, th# 
Communists now control the city 
crowd*. The huge demon*tratmn 
in one of the local park* wa* 
quite obviously organized by th# 
Communist*, almost single hand­ 
ed. By the same token, after th# 
N#*aei1t# force* announced a boy­ 
cott, the Communists 
recently 
swept the elections in the Iraqi 
student union*. In the same man­ 
ner, they are expected to gain 
control of (he labor unions that 
are now being formed. 
Most important of all, the Krem­ 
lin is carrying on an amazingly 
hold, et en flagrant propaganda 
campaign among the non Arab 
Kurds. Motley is 
being 
spent. 
Arms are being sent to the Kurd* 
from the Soviet Union <m addition 
to the arm* previously sent by 
Nasser from Syria'. The Kurd* 
ate being encouraged to hope for 
a “ gre#*er Kurdistan," including 
huge chunk* of both Turkey and 
Iran, The organizer of all fbi* is 
the Kurdish Communist agent, 
the Mullah Mustafa Harzani, who 
weaves hi* web* nowadays from 
the Serniramis Hotel 
here 
in 
Baghdad 
The agitation among the Kurds 
i* *o important for two rea*ons. 
On the one hand, the Kurds will 
he harder to control than a mer# 
city crowd. On the other hand, 
almost all of Iraq * mineral re­ 
sources, and especially the vital 
oil sources, are in predominant­ 
ly Kurdish Northern Iraq. 
Such is the progress that tha 
Communists have already mad# 
outside the government, Inside 
the government, they have also 
made progress in three differ­ 
ent ways. In the first place, they 
have posed and are still posing 
a* the moat enthusiastic support­ 
er* of Brigadier Kassem 
who 
want* Iraq lo he independent of 
Nassar for hi* own, quite differ­ 
ent reasons, They gave Kassein 
valuable support during the crisis 
caused by Colonel Aref, Leading 
Communists are endlessly sing­ 
ing their siren 
long* 
to 
tho 
Prime Minister at this moment. 
In the second place. Commun­ 
ists now occupy at least one and 
probably two or three key min­ 
isterial posts. Thirdly, the Com­ 
munist and Communist-sympa­ 
thizing ministers are doing their 
best to create opportunities for 
Soviet and satellite technicians to 
enter Iraq in uncontrolled mobs, 
to run the new projects planned 
under Iraq * stepped up develop- 
merit program, to exploit former­ 
ly under exploited od conc essions, 
and so on. 
Altogether, the Communist ef- 
for here is very formidable in- 
deed. Yet a visit to Baghdad is 
an oddly cheering experience. As 
already recorded, Brigadier Kas­ 
sem does not look like the kind 
of man who will consent in tha 
end to be the Kremlins Nurio 
And. as will he shown. Kassem 
can still master the Communist# 
just as he mastered the Nasser- 
ite*. if he decides to do so befora 
it is too late.
